the diameter (b) of the gasket main body and the diameter (V2a) ofihe resiriction i!s -shown:. 
With such a ratio, the gasket obtains sufficient rigidity to avoid bonding relative U> tlie axis-pf 
syringe barrel and prevent leakage.
